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WORLD REPORT 


Potgieter Hurdles in 49.3

Gert Potgieter celebrated his 23rd birthday on April 16 by breaking his 
own 440-yard hurdles record on the first day of the South African Champion- 
ships at Bloemfontein with a scintillating 49. 3. 

Striding "thirteens" up to the third hurdle, then "'fourteens" down to the 
end , Potgieter ran beautifully on the fast 550 yard track requiring the negoti- 
ation of only one turn. The four timers made it 49.1, 49.2, 49.3, 49.3, while 
chief timer made it 49.2 but also used his reading as a checker. 

The highlight of the second day at the South African championships was 
in the 440 where Mal Spence put on an electrifying run and finished first in 45.9, 
a new South African and British Empire record. Gordon Day, hanging on grimly, 
was runner-up in 46.1, equal to the old-record. Also on the second day Pot- 
gieter ran the 220 lowhurdles in 22.8 for another British Empire record. 

Edward Jefferys, the compact South African sprinter, had a vintage sea- 
son before pulling up lame in the nationals. At Benoni on Feb, 20 he ran 100 
meters in 10.2 with a legitimate following wind and 200 meters in 20.8. Jefferys 
ran his greatest race at Pretoria on March 30 when he clocked 20.1 for 200 
meters and 20,2 for the 220, Once again the assisting wind was within the limits. 
Spence ran a great 29.4 for 300 yards on March 23 at Germiston. 

In the New Zealand Championships at Invercargill on March 4 & 5, Murray 
Halberg scored an easy double of 4:08.4 for the mile and 14:05. 4 for three miles. 
According to European reports, Halberg ran a fantastic race at Auckland on 
March 28 with a 28:48, 4 for 10,000 meters (third best ever), after passing the 
six mile mark in 27:52. 2 (second best ever). 

Anatoliy Mikhailov, Russia's 23-year-old high hurdles champ, lowered 
his all-time best for the 110-meter high hurdles to 13.6 while running indoors 
on a dirt track at Leningrad on March 19. A few days later on the same track, 
Mikhailov clocked another 13.6. He also has posted two 10, 4's for the 100 
meters. Other Russian indoor marks include a 6'10§" (2. 085m) in tne high jump 
by Vasiliy Khoroshilov at Rostov in January from a board take-off and Yev- 
geniy Mikhailov posted a 24'6" (7.47m) broad jump and a 52'}" (15. 86m) hop- 
step-jump at Lvov in February. 

In miscellaneous outdoor marks from around Europe, Russia's Mikhail 
Krivonosov threw the hammer 206'3" (62, 80m) at Brest, Alexandru Bizim of 
Rumania threw the javelin 254'1}" (77.46m) in his outdoor opener, Italian 
Carlo Lievore threw the javelin 258'3" (78.71) at Milan and in the same meet 
43-year-old Adolfo Consoloini won the first round from his new rival, Carmelo 
Rado, 173'7" (52,91m) to 172'2" (52. 48).

Nieder Beats O’Brien 


Des Moines, Iowa, April 30 -- Bill Nieder met Parry O'Brien in a shot 
put duel for the first time this season today and emerged the winner by throwing 
63'113" in a special AAU event at the Drake Relays. 

Nieder’s winning toss bettered O'Brien's officially recognized mark of 
63'4" but was well under the 65'7"' Nieder threw at the Texas Relays. O'Brien 
got off his best toss of 63'1" on his first try while Dave Davis hit his best of 
61'94" on his last try. 

Nieder, who had two fouls in his six turns today, also threw 62'83", 
63'10" and 63'8". O'Brien, after opening at 63'14", had throws of 61'63", 
60'7" and 61'113". He scratched his final turn. 

In the special 440, Glenn Davis was an easy winner in 47.4. Eddie 
Southern finished second in 47,9 and was fading fast at the finish. Don Styron 
of the Northeast Louisiana Track Club took third in 48. 0 while brother Dave 
was fourth in 48,2, Purdue's Dave Mills was a distant fifth in 48.7. 

Kansas' Charlie Tidwell won the 100 in 9,5 after a surprising battle 
from Baylor's Ray Knaub. Tidwell led most of the way but Knaub almost 
caught him at the tape. 

In other highlights today, Minnesota's Dave Odegard came up with 
an all-time best to win the high hurdles in 13,9, Bill Alley of Kansas won 
the javelin at 238'5", Houston's Barrie Almond nipped Notre Dame's Ron 
Gregory in a 4:12.6 mile, Oklahoma's J.D. Martin won the pole vault with 
a meet record 15'5" and East Texas State's Jim Baird won the hop-step-jump 
at 47'5}" but placed second in the broad jump to Ralph Boston of Tennessee 
A&I 24'93" to 24'7". The broad jump was held on Friday. 

On Saturday Illinois took the mile relay in 3:12, 0 and the distance 
medley in 9:59.5 but found the going rougher on Friday. Kansas dethroned 
Illinois in the sprint medley when Jayhawk anchorman Bob Tague outkicked 
the Illini's George Kerr. Kansas was timed in 3:22, 1 with Illinois two-tenths 
of a second back, In other Friday activity, Houston's Al Lawrence was an 
easy winner in the two mile withan 8:57.4 clocking, Rex Stucker of Kansas 
State took the 440 intermediate hurdles in 52.7 and Missouri's Dick Cochran 
was the discus winner with a heave of 168'2".

PENN RELAYS 


Thomas Leaps to 7’1 1-2” 


Philadelphia, April 30 -- Boston University sophomore John Thomas, who 
already holds the world indoor high jump record at 7'23", added the outdoor 
record to his collection today with a leap of 7'12" at the Penn Relays. 

Thomas’ effort broke the old world mark of 7'1" set by Russia's Yuriy 
Styepanov in 1957. After Thomas cleared seven feet today silence was requested 
and a measurement was made, which showed the bar at 7'13". Thomas made 
his approach and in one magnificent effort cleared the height on his first try. 
Thomas then had the bar rasied to 1a", equal his indoor best, but missed on 
his three attempts, once narrowly, 

Thomas said after his record leap that he has no idea of how high he 
can go. However, he said he wants to go high enough to win the Olympic gold 
medal in Rome, "I like jumping outdoors better than indoors," he said, "even 
though the indoor takeoffs are more uniform”. >" for 





Thomas, who jumped 7'3 
a national collegiate mark last week, said he jumped seven feet in practice 
last Tuesday. 

Ray Norton tied the world record in the 200 around a turn with a 20.6 
effort to beat Dave Sime by three yards. Ed Collymore of the Quantico Marines 
was third with Bobby Morrow fourth. In the 100 meters, Norton won in 10.5 
with Sime again second, Morrow third and Bill Woodhouse fourth, In other 
Olympic development events on Saturday, surprising Ken Bantum took the shot 
with a 58'4$" heave, Jack Ellis threw 180'9" to win the discus, Don Bragg took 
the pole vault with a 15 foot even vault, Deacon Jones won the 3, 000-meter 
steeplechase in 9:06.6 and Irv Roberson beat Greg Bell in the broad jump, 
25'32" to 25'2", Bill Sharpe hop-stepped-jumped 50'62", Tom Murphy took the 
800 in 1:51. 4 and Bill McWilliams whipped Bob Backus in the hammer throw. 
McWilliams threw 202'4" with Backus a distant second at 189 feet. 

San Jose State was a double victor in the relays by running 41. 0 in the 
440 relay and 1:24.5 in the 880 relay. Yale, which hadn't won a major test 
since 1942, also took two relays. The Elis took the two mile relay in a meet 
record 7:27.4 with Tom Carroll running a 1:50. 8 anchor leg and then 
won the sprint medley relay in 3:24.9, again with a good anchor leg by 
Carroll. cae 
Michigan, which was shooting for four relay titles, had to settle 
for two. The Wolverines won the four-mile relay in 17:27.3 on Saturday and 
took the distance medley on Friday in 9:56. 8. In other Friday action, 

Josh Culbreath took the Olympic development 400 meter hurdles in 51.5 
and Willie Atterberry of Michigan State posted the same time in the college 
section of the race. Sophomore Bob Batdorf gave host Pennsylvania a winner 
with a 169' heave in the college discus and Les Bird of Michigan repeated 
as the winner in the college broad jump with a 24'23" effort.

Distancemen Show Promise

Walnut, Calif., April 22 & 23--American distance runners began to show 
signs of promise and the throwers were even more devastating than usual in the 
second showing of the Mt. San Antonio Relays. 

Lew Stieglitz, a lanky Navy runner now working out with the Air Force 
at Oxnard AFB, lowered the U.S. national 10, 000 meter record to 30:19, 2 on the 
first of two cold, windswept days. Stieglitz was far off the Olympic qualifying 
mark of 29:40 in lowering Joe Tyler's four-year-old mark of 30:31.9, But the 
29:40 now seems possible under better conditions and with better conditioning. 
Len Edelen, ex-Minnesota and now of San Francisco, ran 30:35.2, within four- 
tenths of his personal record, and he too is short of top form. Third in a race 
which saw the trio bunched for five miles was Bill Peck of Occidental, whose 
30:38, 1 is the best ever by an American collegian and puts him sixth on the all- 
time U.S. list. Mal Robertson, once an outstanding prospect before serious 
leg trouble, made his biggest step back with 30:50. 3. 

The 5000 saw Jim Beatty tag Max Truex for all but 13 laps, then blast 
home with a 60 second final circuit to leave his fellow shorty 10 seconds back. 
Considering the hindering wind and the ease of his win it appears that Beatty is 
good for 14 minutes or better right now, his 14:13,9 missing Olympic standards 
by only four seconds. 

The throwers made news in all four events. Hal Connolly whirled the 
hammer 225'3", threatening his world mark of 225'4", and was joined with 
Stieglitz in the voting for the outstanding track and field performers of the meet. 
But the fans left talking about the shot and discus, 

Competition was the word in the shot where Dave Davis overcame Parry 
O'Brien's early lead to win with 62'83" on his third effort. Dallas Long got out 
to 61'22" in the finals but had to be content with third. 

Sensetional was the word in the discus. A strong field took proper ad- 
vantage of a quartering wind and four men bettered 187 feet. The surprise win- 
ner with 190'63", a new collegiate record, and sixth on the all-time world list, 
was Jim Wade, A 6'6", 235 pound, 20-year-old sophenom from USC, Wade had 
a previous best of 177'3". 

Rink Babka, the favorite, hit 188'10", narrowly beating Jay Silvester, 
188'83" and Bob Humphreys, another surprise at 187'43", Rafer Johnson, in 
his 1960 debut, upped his personal record to 172'3" but was a distant ninth. The 
decathlon ace got in some licks in the javelin where his 236'114" turned back a 
good entry list that seemed bothered by the wind. 

C. K. Yang, the Chinese decathlon whiz, failed in his attempt to better 
the UCLA frosh record but turned in a fine 7892, 91 points short of the world 
record hung up by Johnson in his yearling season. Operating on a sore elbow a 
shoulder, but helped by the wind in three events, Yang moved to seventh on the 
all-time list, passing Bob Mathias (7887). Gene Freudenthal of the Striders had 
a 14'3}" vault and a good 7021 as three others bettered 6650 points, 

Wind sprints...Ron Morris recorded a PR with his 15'4".,, best of the 
relay efforts were the sprints where San Jose sped to 40.2 and 1:24, 0 wins over 
the Santa Clara Valley Youth Village...Don Bowden, whose national mile record 
fell in Oregon to Dyrol Burleson, made his first start of the year and ran a dis- 
mal 4:20,6 last, then announced he would stick to the 800 this year, , , Bill Dell- 
inger's final 56.9 collared Laszlo Tabori at the tape in a windy, tactical 4:07.7.. 
Olga Connolly broke the American women's disc mark with 169'53"...the time 
wasn't impressive, but Rex Cawley was as he smashed Dick Howard in the inter- 


mediates.

Deacon Jones again showed his amazing ability to get into shape quickly 
when he improved to 9:02.7 in the steeplechase, while Charley Clark was "burn 
ing up" before the race...

Nieder Explodes to 65’ 7”

Austin, Texas, April 2 -- Bill Nieder exceeded even his own expectations 
today when he exploded for a world shot put record of 65'7" (19.99 meters) at 
the Texas Relays. 

At a coaching clinic on Friday Nieder said he felt he could throw 65 feet 
today. However, he exceeded his prediction by seven inches. Nieder's mark 
eclipsed Parry O'Brien's recognized world mark by an astounding 27 inches and 
overshadowed Dallas Long's 64'63" heave of last week. Nieder, who had to use 
a borrowed shot because his own was being repaired, had a previous best of 
63'10" set two weeks ago although he threw 64'63" in an exhibition last year. 

The field events are generally regarded as poor cousins to the sprints 
and middle distances in Texas but a crowd of about 10, 000 turned out to see 
Nieder in action today. And he didn't disappoint them. 

Nieder took a last warm-up throw, which was later measured at 64'103", 
and the competition started. Bobby Van Dee, the former Oklahoma weightman 
now in the army at Ft. Sill, Okla., threw 51'8" and then Nieder stepped into 
the ring. He trotted to the edge of the shot put area where a two-foot high fence 
is located to keep the shot from rolling onto the track. Nieder carefully laid 
his warmup jacket on the fence at approximately the angle from the circle in 
which he usually throws. He went back to the ring and everything became 
quiet. He then exploded with his 65'7" put. He nearly fouled as the power of the 
put almost carried him too far forward, He teetered on his right leg in the 
front of the ring, leaning low to prevent a foul. He then stood up, looked at 
where the shot landed and jumped up into the air with joy. The ball landed 
slightly to the right of his warmup jacket and only a few inches from the re- 
taining wall. 

The assembled athletes gasped at the throw. The officials immediately 
measured it and when the 65'7"' mark showed up Nieder looked as if he was 
going to take off and fly. His next three throws were: foul (at about 63'5"), 
62'6" and foul. He decided not to take his last two throws. Later, Nieder 
received a standing ovation from the crowd when he mounted the winner's 
stand to be introduced. 

"This is the happiest day of my life," Nieder said. "It's a funny thing. 

I thought I'd have to have a hot day and no wind for a world record," 

It was anything but that in Austin today. Nieder threw into a cross 
wind of up to 17 miles per hour and the temperature was only about 70. 

Meet officials felt the record would be approved. Nieder's shot was 
weighed and found to be a half-ounce overweight and the throwing area had 
been surveyed and found to be level,

Santa Barbara, Calif., April 23 -- Henk Visser, the modern day Flying 
Dutchman, broad jumped 26'2" today to steal the show from the shot putters 


at the Easter Relays.

KANSAS RELAYS 


Nieder Throws 63710 1-4” 


Lawrence, Kansas, April 23 -- Former Kansas great Bill Nieder re- 
turned to his hometown today and proceeded to break the world shot put record 
for the third time this year with a toss of 63'103" in a special AAU event at 
the Kansas Relays. 

Nieder's toss broke the recognized world mark of 63'4" set by Parry 
O'Brien last year. However, there are several other marks up for record con- 
sideration, including tosses of 63'10" and 65'7" by Nieder earlier this year. 
Nieder created the biggest excitement when he lofted the shot 66'14" (20. 15 
meters) on a warmup throw between the preliminaries and finals. 

"It's coming easier all the time, " Nieder said. "I had four over 64 
feet in warmups." 

Oklahoma's J.D. Martin was almost a shoo-in to break the meet record 
of 15'§" in the pole vault but a gusty, southerly wind kept him from clearing 
15 feet. As it was Martin had a rough time clearing 14 feet. He attempted that 
height three times, went over with room to spare three times, but the bar 
never stayed up. After the bar fell the third time the pole vault judges called 
a conference with referee Volney Ashford, 

Ashford ruled that in the opinion of the judges the vaulter had cleared 
the height, and the bar fell because of the wind, thus the vault would stand as 
valid. Martin eventually won at 14113" but misséd on his attempts at 15'4" 

While the wind hindered the pole vaulters it gave a big boost to the 
broad jumpers. Jim Baird of East Texas State provided the highlight in the Fri- 
day session by setting a broad jump mark of 25'54". The old mark of 25°43" 
was set by Iowa's Ed Gordon in 1931, Surprising Noel Certain of Emporia 
State took second, only a quarter of an inch behind Baird while Don Meyers, 
Colorado's combination pole vaulter-broad jumper, was a close third at 
25'4", It was thought that Baird's effort couldn't get into the record books be- 
cause of an aiding wind of about eight m.p.h. However, referee Ashford ruled 
that the mark would stand since during the broad jump competition the wind 
readings were at times within the allowable limits.

Burleson, who was timed in 62,5, 
59.9, 58.8 and 57.4 for his quarters, 
had a previous outdoor best this spring 
of 4:16, 1 although he did run 4:05, 4 
indoors. Burleson's best time last 
year was 4:06. 7, Although Burleson's 
time was the best ever run by an Amer- 
ican, it merely tied the Oregon var- 
sity record, Australian Jim Bailey ran 
a 3:58.6 while at Oregon in 1956,

Wolverines Romp

Columbus, O., April 23 -- Michigan's Wolverines licked the platter 
clean at the 18th Ohio Relays here today. 

The Big Ten indoor champions achieved an unprecedented sweep of 
five major events on a hot, gusty day. There were few notable times on the 
Ohio State oval, which now is loose and gets cuppy after a few events. 

However, Hayes Jones ran a wind-blown 13.6, and this was perhaps 
his most remarkable clocking, since he hit the second, third and seventh 
hurdles, Eastern Michigan's great champion was pursued by Willie May 
of the University of Chicago Track Club and 218-pound Bernie Casey, Bowling 
Green's football star. They did 13.9 and 14.2, respectively. 

But Michigan was the big story. Don Canham's deep and talented squad 
annexed the 440, 880, mile, two mile and distance medley relays. They had 
little competition in the sprint relays, where fleet Tom Robinson, given a 
fine lead, scorched home with 12 and 18 yards to spare, respectively. 

Most satisfying to the Wolverines was their two-mile triumph. Mich- 
igan State, which had run 7:33, 2 at Quantico the week before, bowed to a 
meet record 7:36.8 as Willie Atterberry couldn't stay with the powerful 
closing burst of Michigan's Ergas Leps. 

Earlier, Leps had trotted contentedly along during his mile stint 
of the distance medley, boxed much of the way. Then he ripped out of it 
and fled easily from Western Michigan's Carl Reid. Leps looks strong 
enough to threaten four minutes when June arrives. 

Glenn Davis got a half-second inside the Olympic qualifying figure 
for the 400-meter hurdles in his first barrier race in 10 months. The 
Olympic champion, now competing for the Ohio Track Club, caught Atter- 
berry after coming off the last obstacle and clocked 51.8. The MSU man, 
with 51.9, also qualified. 

Davis failed by a foot of making it a double when Purdue's Dave 
Mills withstood Glenn's late drive in the 400 meters. Davis had lane six with 
Mills outside of him. In the outer lanes, which were the loosest, both 
did 47.8. 

Les Carney, Ohio U. grad now competing for the Cleveland Striders, 
slipped inside the Olympic qualifying standard with a nice 21.1 around a 
turn but his time was wind-aided. Pitt's Mel Barnwell was second in 21, 3. 

Notre Dame's Ron Gregory, with a 1:53.4 anchor, kept Michigan 
from grabbing the sprint medley too, But Tony Seth, beaten in that leg, made 
up for it in the mile relay, Forced to check stride on the final turn, he 
circled Lovell Rogers of Ohio State in the only event the host team came 
close to winning, The time was 3:16,6 on a surface that by then was very bad.

C.K. Yang, the UCLA decathlon man from Formosa, pronounces his 
name Young... a proposal to hold the Compton Invitational at the larger East 
Los Angeles College stadium was junked because of opposition from Compton 
College officials and students... former Bowdoin College coach Jack Magee, 
now 77, coached the Bowdoin track team for 30 days while Coach Frank Sa- 
bastianski was on a tour of the Middle East. Magee coached at Bowdoin from 
1913 to 1955... the current officers of the National Collegiate Track Coaches 
Assoication are: Bill Bowerman of Oregon, president; Oliver Jackson of 
Abilene Christian, vice president; Don Canham of Michigan, executive vice 
president; and Phil Diamond of Ann Arbor, Mich. , secretary-treasurer... 
Southern Cal coach Jess Mortensen thinks javelin thrower Bob Sbordone will 
reach 270 feet although it may not be this year. Mortensen says Sbordone 
was only 6'2" and 195 pounds three years ago but is now almost 6'7" and 
weighs 225 pounds. Sbordone, who comes from East Boston, Mass., will be 
20 this month... Kansas Coach Bill Easton thinks Oklahoma's J.D. Martin 
may hit 16 feet in the pole vault this year. 

Armin Hary, the European 100-meters champion from Germany, has 
returned to his native country after attending Bakersfield, Calif., J.C. fora 
short time... Oregon miler Dyrol Burleson has been named the Northwest 
Athlete of the Year in a reader poll conducted by The Northwest Athlete... 
Houston discus thrower Bobby Weise pronounces his name Wise ... Dick 
Attlesey, the former world record holder in the high hurdles, is an insur- 
ance agent in Los Angeles... former Northwestern pole vaulter Robert Ehr- 
hart has been named track coach at his alma mater. The 28-year-old Ehr- 
hart will take over June 15. He succeeds Rut Walter, who resigned to take a 
similar post at the University of Wisconsin... former Louisiana State track 
coach Jules Roux probably has the quickest starter's gun in the South. While 
serving as starter at the Southwestern Relays, Roux called the athletes to their 
marks in a dash heat and involuntarily shot the gun in almost the same instant. 
The bewildered sprinters were shocked to a standstill before a couple tumbled 
off their blocks. 

Vince Reel, track coach at Claremont Men's College and Harvey Mudd 
College, both in California, has neen named coach of India's Olympic track 
team. Reel is scheduled to arrive in New Delhi early this month and will work 
with the Indian team until about August 1, at which time they will leave for the 
Olympics in Rome. Reel will return to the U.S. after Sept. 10... J. Flint 
Hanner, director of the West Coast Relays, is one of the meet's first winners. 
Hanner, competing for the Hollywood A.C. at the first running of the meet in 
1927, won the javelin with a toss of 198'23"... the Harvard track team spent 
its spring vacation by training for two weeks in Puerto Rico, The trip was made 
possible by Friends of Harvard Track, an organization of former Harvard 
track men,.. although Stanford's Ernie Cunliffe has been running some fast 
miles lately, he will concentrate on the 800 later this season, Cunliffe recently 
accepted a Stanford University fellowship for graduate study in the school of 
education next year... Houston quarter-miler Ollan Cassell is known as "The 
Chief" to his teammates because of the white streak of zinc oxide he paints the 
length of his nose before each meet to protect it from the sun. 

The Big Eight sportswriters defeated the Southwest sportswriters in a 
220 relay race at the Texas Relays. On the winning team were Jay Simon of the 
Oklahoma City Daily Oklahanan, Curt Mosher of the Topeka, Kansas, Capital, 
Kansas U. sports publicity director Don Pierce and Maury White of the Des 
Moines Register. Their time was 35.6... Coliseum Relays officials plan to 
doll up the shot put event at their meet. The ring will be ringed with small 
spot lights focused horizontally on the performers, A half circle of brighter 
lamps will fringe the area where the ball hits... the full name for East Texas 
State half miler Soc Bagiackas is Socrates Demosthenes Bagiackas. His last 
name is pronounced Boh-jeck-uhs... Southern Cal shot putter Dallas Long has 
a newly-coined nickname -- Long Shot Long. Long admits he was impressed 
with Bill Nieder's 65'7" at the Texas Relays. However, he wasn't overawed. He 
thinks he will hit 66 feet himself before the year is out. 

Terry Beucher, Kansas' number two javelin man, pronounces his name 
Byshur. Bob Tague, the Jayhawks" half miler, pronounces his name Taygh... 
Track Nut Dick Bank reports that Hal Connolly usually throws in feet with the 
35-pound weight what he does in meters with the hammer, Connolly threw the 
weight 71'22" at the indoor AAU meet and if he follows form should do 71 meters 
(232'114") in the hammer... picking the winner of the Olympic steeplechase 
may be as simple as A-B-C. In 1952, Horace Ashenfelter --an A-- won the 
event. In 1956, Chris Brasher --a B -- was the winner. The 1960 winner could 
be Poland's Jerzy Chromik or American Phil Coleman. But thei. Great Britain's 
David Chapman could be a longshot winner... Occidental sprinter Pete Tunney 
recently suffered a severely damaged leg when run over by a tractor ina 
freak accident near the Oxy track. Tunney tried to jump up on the tractor, which 
was being driven by a teammate, but he slipped and fell on one of the wheels. 
The wheel dragged him under as it turned around, At first it was thought the 
leg would have to be amputated. However, doctors managed to save it... high 
jumper John Thomas was unanimously voted the New York Track Writers 
Association trophy as the outstanding athlete of the 1960 indoor season.

Australian coach Percy Cerutty thinks women are 
foolish to take part in highly-competitive modern athletics, "Sport for women 
should be kept in the Victorian age,’ Cerutty said. "In the hard, competitive 
grind of highly-promoted athletics such as the Olympics there is no place for 
women unless they no longer want to be women."... Otis Chandler, the Stan- 
ford shot putter who threw 57'44" in 1950, recently was named publisher of 
the Los Angeles Times...

An effort to get Houston's John Macy his American citizenship papers 
before the Olympic Trials apparently has reached a deadend., Macy, a former 
Polish army officer, must live in the U.S. for five years to be naturalized. 
However, Macy won't meet that requirement until after the Olympic Tryouts 
and an effort was made to get Congress to relax this requirement, Legislation 
to waive the residence requirement and grant Macy citizenship was passed by 
the Senate. However, the House immigration subcommittee and then its parent 
judiciary committee turned down the measures. Both groups were understood 
to feel the U.S. could be subject to criticism by relaxing the customary 
regulations and making citizens of aliens in time for the Olympic Games... 
Australian Keith Baguley has aimed at a 54-foot hop-step-jump mark with a 
series of 18', 18', and 18', However, at the recent Australian Championships 
he’ did a wind-aided 53'4" with a series of 18', 16' and 19'4",.. all-weather 
asphalt-rubber composition runways have been installed in New York City's 
Van Cortlandt Stadium for field events... the dates allotted to the five meets 
in New York's Madison Square Garden next winter are: Feb. 3, Millrose Games; 
Feb. 17, New York A.C.; Feb. 25, National AAU; March 3, New York Knights 
of Columbus; and March 11, IC4A Championships. 

Aubrey Dooley, Oklahoma State's 15-foot pole vaulter, competed in the 
pole vault for the first time in the sixth grade and tied for third at 7'9"... Los 
Angeles State College is looking for a new track coach to replace Felix Jumon- 
ville, who is transferring to San Fernando State because it is closer to home. 
Los Angeles State has a brand new plant, is a four-year school and belongs to 
the NCAA, Applications are being accepted at once, Anyone interested should 
contact Dr. Ferron Losee, Director of Athletics, Los Angeles State College, 
5151 State College Drive, Los Angeles 32, Calif... Charlie Marler, Abilene 
Christian's sports publicity director, was working in the press box during a 
recent track meet when he discovered he was entered in a special event. Word 
came that the stork was going to be Charlie's competition. Marler took off, 
enroute to the hospital, and just managed to beat out the bird. Mrs. Marler 
gave birth to a boy at 3:23 p.m. After remaining at the hospital awhile to 
regain his composure, Charlie returned to the track meet to complete his 
chores for the day. 

Jesse Owens thinks his world broad jump mark of 26'84" will soon fall 
and that Greg Bell and Irv Roberson are the top threats to break it. Owens says 
Ray Norton, Charlie Tidwell and Dave Sime are the sprinters most likely to 
represent the U.S. in the Olympics... Rafer Johnson plans to try the decathlon 
for the first time this season at the Southern Pacific AAU meet on June 10... 
Dave Davis, the shot put winner at the Mt. San Antonio Relays, competed in the 
California AAU weight-lifting championships a few hours after his victory and 
placed second in the heavyweight division.

Wadsworth Vaults 15’ 1-4” 


Gainesville, March 26 -- Northeast Louisiana's Styron twins took home 
the Florida Relays outstanding athlete award today despite such fine performances 
as a 15'}" pole vault by Florida's Henry Wadsworth and a 243'73" javelin toss 
by Kansas' Bill Alley. 

Sprinter Dave Styron equalled the meet record in the 100 with a 9,5 
while brother Don equalled the meet record in the high hurdles with a 14,2, The 
twins also ran on Northeast's winning 440 and mile relay teams. Coach Lew 
Hartzog's quartets were timed in a meet record 41.6 and 3:12.8, Northeast 
had hoped to run faster in the 440 relay but lost its chance because of a mixup, 
Northeast drew lane seven but at guntime the team in lane six dropped out. The 
starter put Dave Styron in lane six but the rest of the quartet remained in lane 
seven. Dave saw the error as he went into the curve and moved out into lane 
seven, The team won by 20 yards even though it ran 23 feet too far. 

The twins also gave Northeast a 15-yard lead in the sprint medley relay 
but the anchorman was unable to hold it. The Styrons performances helped 
give Northeast the unofficial team title with 503 points, nearly double the 
28 scored by the second-place team, host Florida. 

Wadsworth, a sophomore from Coral Gables, Fla., won the pole 
vault by nearly a foot from Maryland's Bjorn Anderson, who did 14'1", Wads- 
worth became a double winner when he took the high jump with a 6'43" 
leap. Alley, who won the javelin here last year, competed for the first time 
outdoors this season and responded to the 80-degree heat with a meet record 
heave of 243'73". Another meet record went to Georgia Tech's Ed Nutting, 
who tossed the shot, 57°".

Andrews' 41.9 shaded a tenth off the old national mark set by Brook- 
lyn Boys in 1948, Midland, Texas, pushed Andrews to the mile relay mark and 
clocked a 3:17.5 to tie the old mark. 

LONG BEACH POLY CRACKS SPRINT MEDLEY RELAY MARK 

Bellflower, Calif., April 16 -- The National Records Relays lived up 
to its name today when Long Beach Poly shattered host Bellflower's mark in 
the sprint medley relay. 

Poly, anchored by Dave Schinnerer's 1:55, 8 leg, clocked 3:29. 0 to 
break the 3:30.7 set by Bellflower in the same meet last year.

Picking the U.S. Olympic team on the basis of results in the final trials 
is a system much criticized and little understood abroad. Personally, I'm all 
for it. Certainly there are good men left home, but the team comes remarkably 
close to being the best possible each Olympiad. The system used by most 
countries involves selection by a committee. Such a system would never work 
here, with politics the national pasttime, the country so large, and the number 
of fine athletes so big. 

But I do find fault with the marathon selection system. Three runners 
are chosen on how they finish in the Boston and AAU races. It sounds fair 
enough, but the catch is that a marathoner must finish or be well up in both 
races, Johnny Kelley is the perfect, sad example of how the system can mis- 
fire. Our greatest ever marathoner, young Johnny unexplainably came up with 
blisters at Boston, had to drop out. As I understand the selection system, he 
could win at the AAU, by a mile, but still have no chance of being chosen. 

What is fair on the track--an all-or-nothing elimination--doesn't hold 
for the 26-mile road race. Marathoning, by virtue of its very distance, plus 
the definite differences among runners, lends itself to a combination perform- 
ance--selection method of naming the team. Everyone, including the other 
runners, knows Kelley is the best, and who could complain about his selection 
should he win at Yonkers (AAU)? Lesser runners, who may not stand so far 
above their colleagues, would present a different problem. But there should be 
some protection for a marathoner (or 50, 000 meter walker) so outstanding. 

MAILING PROBLEMS 

We have an expensive new addressing system which should eliminate 
poorly printed addresses and should help speed your issues on their way. But, 
sad to say, it isn't enough that we rush the magazine into the mail on the dates 
published on page two of each issue. Somewhere along the line the post office 
does not always cooperate and many a copy arrives much later than it should. 

Locating the trouble is extremely difficult, at times impossible. But if 
we can establish a pattern of late delivery in any locality the post office will 
do its best. You can do two things to help. One, put your zone number on your 
address, especially in the big cities. Two, if your issue arrives late, let us 
know the exact date you receive it. Southern California subscribers, for 
instance, should receive T&FN within two days after mailing dates, and East 
Coasters should get theirs within the week. If you don't, let us know. Only you 
can provide the information necessary.
